Must Be Planned. 

“It is no good only have one 
march laid out,” he continued. 
“March after march must be 
planned as far as human eye can 
see. Design and forethought must 
be our guides and heralds. We owe 
it to the fighting troops. We owe 
it to the vast communities we are 
leading out of the dark places; we 
owe it to heroic Russia, to long- 
tormented China: we owe it to the 
captive and enslaved nations who 
beckon us on through their pfison 
bars.”

Praise From the ODT 

Joseph B. Eastman, director of the Office 
of Defense Transportation, in a letter to 
Carlyle Fraser, president of the Atlanta Cham- 
her of Commerce, terms the local system of 
“staggered hours” for easing the wartime 
burden on local transportation facilities an 
outstanding example which could well be 
copied by other cities. 

Faced with the impossibility of securing new 
street cars or buses under wartime priority 
rulings, Atlanta, with the Chamber of Com- 
merce its agency, created a system under which 
different groups of business houses open and 
close at different hours, thus spreading the 
peak load on transportation over a ionger 
period of time morning and evening. As 4a 
result, the capacity of our public transporta- 
tion facilities was increased in amount equal 
to the addition of 95 new cars, if they could 
have been gotten. 

One important item in the success of the 
staggered-hours plan was a later opening hour 
for the city schools, thus obviating the neces- 
sity of school children using the cars at the 
same time most workers needed them to get 
to their places of employment. 

Now, the Atlanta Board of Education has 
announced a return to the earlier opening hour 
for the schools, beginning next fall. It is said 
this is to allow high school students who can 
secure employment, getting out of school] early 
enough to permit a half day’s work after their 
classes for the day are over. It is the purpose 
to help relieve the shortage of help already 
felt in retail business and which promises to 
become serious when the hetavy shopping 
seasons arrive next winter. 

There is. undoubtedly, much to be said on 
behalf of the argument by the school board. 
However, President Fraser has expressed hope 
the schools will reconsider the plan, because 
of the serious effect it would have on the stag- 
gered-hours transportation system now in force. 

It is to be presumed the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce speaks for business 
generally. It would thus seem that business 


men, who were given as iatended beneficiaries ° 


of the change in school hours, themselves 
oppose the change. Under such circumstances 
the school board would do well to give this 
matter of school opening hours most serious 
reconsideration.

Major General Charles L. Scott, command- 
ing officer of the Amored Force Replacement 
Training Center at Fort Knox, Ky., is proud 
of the men of his command. 

He boasts that 98 per cent of the men have 
invested in life insurance, that 88 per cent 
regularly put from 12 to 15 per cent of their 
pay in War Bonds and that the post’s venereal 
cisease rate has been reduced by 75 per cent, 
until it is “way below that of any civilian 
community in the country.” 

It is interesting to know what a man like 
General Scott, so successful in the handling of 
American boys learning the trades of the sol- 


cier, considers the best type of human mate- / 


rial for a modern army. 

He says that if they'll just give him boys 
with a high school education, he can forge 
the best armored force in the world. “The only 
boys in the Army who make trouble,” he states, 
“are uneducated ones who have never belonged 
to a church or been able to hold a job.” 

What General Scott says of the men who 
make our Army could just as well be said of 
young men in any walk of life. Those upon 
whom dependence can be put, those who come 
through the hardest of tests, those worth 
while, are the boys who have received the 
benefits of education, who are regular attend- 
ants at church and Sunday school. 

The boys who “make trouble,” both in Army 
and in civilian life, are the uneducated, those

Cotton Acreage 

Tom Linder, Georgia commissioner of agrl- 
culture, long opposed to any kind of govern- 
ment direction of farming, and especially to 
any limit on cotton acreage, predicts cotton 
will soon be rationed, declaring the “nation’s 
supply of cotton is rapidly being exhausted.” 

Linder quotes a government release stating 
that the Commodity Credit Corporation plans 
to call loans on certain cotton it now holds, 
which is now “needed to meet current require- 
ments.” The commissioner says this is “simply 
another way of saying there is not enough 
high-grade cotton to run the mills until the 
1943 crop comes in.” 

That is the crux of the whole situation. In 
the first place, much of the cotton held by 
the government is likely of the 1937 crop, when 
control was voted down and the largest crop 
in history — 20,000,000 bales—was grown, of 
which about 18,000,000 bales only were har- 
vested. It is also natural to suppose the gov- 
ernment would be getting rid of much of its 
cotton, as it should do, and also that this cot- 
ton is probably needed in industry. There is 
no-reason for the government to hoard cotton 
if it is needed for the war and general uses. 

Linder also thinks the high-grade or long- 
staple cotton is running low. That also may 
be true, and it is also true that if all restric- 
tions on cotton acreage were lifted, the great 
increase in cotton production would likely be 
short-staple cotton and, next fall, the growers 
would have a surplus of cotton for which there 
would be little yse. 

Ivy Duggan, a Georgian, of the AAA office, 
recently pointed this out, saying unrestricted 
planting of cotton would probably mean too 
much low-grade or short-staple cotton. 

Unrestricted cotton acreage would also mean 
that other needed crops, such as peanuts and 
food crops, would be neglected for the grand 
rush to cotton. Then, if a record-sized crop 
were grown and benefit payments stopped, the 
ones who are now calling loudest for “unre- 
stricted” acreage would be the first to be call- 
ing on Washington to peg the cotton price and 
“save the farmer.” This would certainly be 
true if the price fell very low. 

This is what happened in the fall of 1937, 
when President Roosevelt, probably with an 
ironical smile on his face, stepped in, pegged 
the price and saved the cotton farmer.

GOVERNOR STASSEN SPEAKS Now comes Harold &. 


; Stassen, until recently 
Governor of Minnesota, writing to the nation in an article which 
will shake the foundations of the die-hard Republican group which 
thinks the clock may be put back. Already 
shaken by the Wendell Willkie book, “One 
World,” this article (in the current Saturday 
Evening Post) will set their jowls quivering 
once more. 

Stassen’s article plainly is addressed to the 
voters, and is designed to win votes. His title 
is “Wanted—A Forthright Republican Party.” 
His article is a better political vehicle than 
Mr. Willkie’s. Mr. Willkie is more fully come. 
mitted on all the issues. 

Mr. Willkie came in swinging. 

Mr. Stassen,.the better politician, writes 
that he presents his views with no attitude of 
finality, but rather “to invite criticism and 
stimulate a search.” 

Willkie definitely is committed. Stassen is 
more adroit. Mr. Stassen is carefully forth- 
right, but nevertheless forthright. 

You will like him for saying: 

“Some Republicans favor a safe and silent policy on today’s 
issues ... The G. O. P. may win that way, though I doubt it. But 
it is certainly a way for the country to lose.” 

This was a good hard blow at those Republicans who put the 
war second and their own interests first. 

He reminds his party that this is not the 1920’s. He says so in 
so many words. He wants no more of a Harding. He wants even 
less of a Coolidge; even less of a Hoover. 


A REBIRTH OF FORTHRIGHTNESS You will like him, 


too, when he says: 

“Others favor a policy of silence for another reason. They 
think that if the Republican party does not declare itself before 
winning the election, then, after the election is won, that party 
can be used as a vehicle to turn back—back to the old, predepres- 
sion order. Their vision of the American future is compounded 
out of their yearning for a restoration of the American past—for 
a return to the days before social security programs; before strong 
ae legally potected labor unions; before regulated investment 
yanking. 

“But those days, too, are gone forever. The people want a 
rebirth of forthrightness, and the world neéds a forthright America. 
The Republican party can prove itself a match for the times only 
by being forthright, direct and constructive. What, then, are the 
principles from which we can develop the ways and means to 
answer America’s problems and move toward America’s objectives 
after victory? 

“The first and foremost is to provide an environment in which 
free enterprise, individual initiative and ingenuity can produce 
with reasonably full effectiveness. 

“The second is to maintain a supplementary program of val- 
uable public improvements to make worth-while use of any por- 
tion of our man power not used by private enterprise. 

“The third is to provide for an economic floor below which the 
living standards of no member of our American community will be 
allowed to fall. | 

“The fourth is to measure the worth and validity of all our 
economic and political policies, not on a material basis alone but 
in terms of their contribution to the dignity of the individual, his 
cultural development and the growth of his character.” 

One may pray to his God that Stassen is right and that the 
nation is tired of glossed-over generalities; weary of ranting, 
shouting, promising demagogues whose touch corrupts and de- 
grades; fed up with lack of decency and character in office: fin- 
ished with spinelessness in political platforms and political parties. 


ANTI-NEW DEAL I have said that Stassen’s article is a better 

political vehicle than Willkie’s. Willkie 
writes as he speaks, blurting out the truth as he sees it, burning 
all bridges. 

Stassen carefully makes it clear that he is anti-New Deal, and 
he is strongest in his discussion of what he calls “free enterprise,” 
which phrase Mr. Willkie says is over-used and almost meaning- 
less. Mr. Willkie now prefers to say he is for “individual oppor- 
tunity.” And I think that may be the better phrase. 

But even Mr. Stassen does not wish to get rid of all the New 
Deal has done. His platform would, he says, require some very 
sharp changes of government policy. 

“But,” he concludes, “this does not mean an all-out repeal of 
the New Deal. But the New Deal ... in its antagonism to the 
American productive system cannot be repealed too soon.” — 

Of labor he says: “It is conceivable that a government of reac- 
tion might tear down the pillars of labor in America. But the 
temple of America itself would be brought down with it. For la- 
bor is not a commodity. Labor is people... ” 

He will appeal to labor when he says that “bad as a few rack- 
eteering unions are, these (proposed rules) should not be written 
as though most unions were rackets.” 

He is weak, I think, on his agricultural plank, and he rather 
hurries through it. 

His appeal for a forthright Republican party will help, as 
does Willkie’s book, to clarify national thinking and to beat down 
those old isolationist, high-tariff, special privilege boodlers—the 
old-line Republicans. 

It definitely is not 1920.

Subject to the approval of the 
Wer Labor Board in Washington, 
the Fulton county commission, at 
@ special meeting yesterday, gave 
a blanket increase in salary of $10 
per month to county employes 
under its jurisdiction, retroactive 
to May 1. 

The commission also promoted 
five members of the police depart- 
ment, rescinded its recent action 
in revoking the wine and beer lLi- 
cense of H. E. Rakestraw at 2728 
Bankhead highway, N. W., and 
denied a permit to John Tuggle 
to reopen the tourist camp at Stew- 
art and Cleveland avenues. 

A lively discussion opened when 
the commissioners made the pay 
increase subject to the approval 
of the War Labor Board. Albert 
Gossett, ’ 
Federation of Trades, speaking for 


the county employes, declared that | 


the WLB has no jurisdiction over 
county, city and state employes. 
If it had such jurisdiction, he said, 
the commission has repeated vio- 
lated the law in granting raises 
since the first of the year. 

He notified the board that if 
the WLB ruled that it had no ju- 
risdiction, that labor would de- 
mand another increase for county 
employes. The employes had orig. 
inally asked for an increase of 15 
per cent for those getting $200

Atlanta Streets 


A $100,000 street repair pro- 
gram will be sought Monday in 
city council, Councilman George 
B. Lyle, chairman of council’s pub- | 
lic works department, said yes- 
terday. 

Lyle said he will ask council 
to provide $50,000 for employment 
free labor to improve worn 
streets, which he contended are 
dangerous to automobile tires and 
to machines because of the holes 
in the thorougWfares. 

Labor would be about half the 
cost of the entire program, he add- 
'ed. The decision to ask funds for 
hiring free labor came after a 
' marked reduction in the number 
of available convicts, Lyle added. 

Recent drops have caused the 
combination of what ordinarily 
were four street crews into one, 
and a growing shortage of con- 
victs makes any comprehensive re- 
pair program impossible under 
present circumstances.

National Skeet Champs 


Double Honor for Ex-Atlanta Doctor and Wife Is 


Unprecedented in 13-Years of Selections.

Dr. LeRoy W. Childs, who broke his first clay targets here, and 
Mrs. Childs are the first husband and wife All-American team in the 
13-year history of the annual selection by the National Skeet Shoot- 
ing Association. 

It was a happy coincidence that Dr. Childs was back at the scene 
of his earlier triumphs on a visit with Mrs. Childs when the selece- 
tion officially was announced yesterday by National Association heade- 
quarters, Boston. 

The many friends of the popular couple extended heartiest con- 
gratulations on the unprecedented accomplishment. It is a rare 
honor, indeed, in national scatter gun circles. 
| In competition, including more than 3,000 registered skeet shooters, 
'who engaged in competition last year, Dr. and Mrs. Childs are two 
of 10 chosen for the men’s and women's teams. The selection was 
made on a basis of sustained high scoring, championship wins, ability 
with all-gauge guns and all-around sportsmanship. 

Dr. and Mrs. Childs, who have been living on their estate at 
Lake Kerr, Fla., for the past four years, have their own private 
skeet field where they keep in practice for the many national events . 
they enter annually. Mrs. Childs won some nine championships last 
yar. She was an alternate on the women’s All-American team of 
last year. As a competitor of only two years’ standing she is very 
outstanding. 

Dr. Childs was the only civilian named on the five-man All- 
American team, but he has held a commission as a colonel in the 
Medical Corps for many years. He has been denied active duty in 
World War II for physical reasons. He was, of course, one of the 
south’s leading surgeons before his retirement from practice here 
in 1939. He began shooting skeet in 1937 when his medical advisers 
recommended that he give up golf for a less strenuous sport. In 
addition to holding many titles, Dr. Childs last year tied the world’s 
record of consecutive breaks—250x250 targets—made by Lieutenant 
Henry B. Joy, of Detroit, in 1938. Dr. Childs was participating in the 
national shoot at Syracuse at the time. 

Sergeant “Dead Eye” Dick Shaughnessy captains the All-America 
team of which Dr. Childs is a member with a .974 average on 1,700 
registered targets. Two Army and two Navy men were selected, in 
addition to Dr. Childs. 

An alternate on the women’s selection is Mrs. J. C. Ellis, of At- 
lanta, and now living in Jacksonville.

edge of the whereabouts and ex- 
ploits of their boys would arouse 
among our people. 

It has rendered the campaigns 
somewhat vague and colorless to 
the public and certainly deprives 
the correspondents of the human 
interest element always involved 
in war and that has never before 
been suppressed in our other wars 
could follow move-

daily through.the newspapers and 


deeds of the various divisions were 
common knowledge and talk.

Much more exciting had the corre- 
spondents been permitted to give 
the same facts at the moment of 
occurence, and would have put the 
individual touch to our war news 
that it grieviously lacks. 

The report covers the. action 
from March to April 4, when 
the First Division, which was ap.- 
propriately enough the first ci- 
vision to land in France in the last 
war, the first to fire on the enemy 
and the first to suffer combat cas 
ualties, knocked out three Axis dl- 
South Tunisia and cap- 
tured all its objectives It kick- 
ed hell out of the Italian Centaur 
Division, belted two German Pan- 
Divisions and beat off three 
determined Nazi attacks in carrv- 
ing out its sustained and success- 
ful offensive. 

Major General Terry Allen was 
in command of the First, it captur- 
ed Gafsa in surprise attack after a 
swift motor movement by night of 
45 miles across ‘“‘No Man’s Land.” 
The report mentions the 16th, 18th 
and 25th Infantry Regiments, all 
old-line outfits. They were in the 
the 28th Infantry, 
another unit of the First, is not 
named in the report, but is said 
to be attached to the British on 
the other side of the offensive. 
Nor is it apparent that any of the 
artillery outfits of the original 
the 5th, 6th and 7th Field— 
are with the new First, though the 
17th Field is mentioned. 

A ranger battalion of the-First 
is spoken of and the report also 
mentions the Ninth Division, pre- 
American, as being on 
the right of the First in the at- 
tack in the Fl Guettar sector. ‘The 
Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Jr. appears in the 
release and it is interesting to re- 
call that old Teddy’s son was with 
the 26th Infantry of the First Di- 
vision in the other war. 

The veterans of the original 
First are listening readings of 
the report at their meetings all 
over the country and_= proudly 
chucking out their chests. Even 
in the dry official language it is a 
thrilling recital, but think how 
much more exciting 1t would have 
been if the people could have had 
it in the day to day dispatches of 
the correspondents.
